English  Enriches  Our  Lives

The  Freshmen  develop  their  reading  skills  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Hill. 

Three  years  of  English  are  required 
at  Manchester  High  School  and  a 
fourth  year  is   offered.  English 
nine  is  designed  to  help  the  stu- 
dents increase  their  abilities  to 
communicate  with  other  people 
more  effectively.    This  is  done 
by  developing  reading  and  speak- 
ing skills  and  increasing  the  stu- 
dent's knowledge  of  grammar  and 
literature  appreciation.    During 
the  sophomore  year,  basic  Eng- 
lish principles  are  reviewed  and 
strengthened.    Emphasis  is  put 
on  the  study  of  modern  American 
literature,  verbals,  composition, 
speech  and  drama .    Students  in 
Junior  English  review  grammatical 
principles  and  continually  prepare 
oral  projects.    Two  major  proj- 
ects are  the  preparation  of  a  re- 
search paper  and  the  study  of 
American  literature.    The  pri- 
mary purpose  of  English  12  is  to 
prepare  the  student  for  his  col- 
lege communication  experiences. 
The  majority  of  the  work  is  cen- 
tered around  the  background  of 
English  literature.    Creative  writ- 
ing and  speaking  is  stressed  and 
an  original  oratory  is  required.

General  Mathematics  is  offered  to 
students  with  the  aim  of  increasing 
their  skill  in  fundamental  arith- 
metic, and  developing  their  under- 
standing of  geometric  principles 
that  are  used  is    everyday  life.    They 
make  use  of  simple  formulas,  equa- 
tions, ratios,  and  proportions .    In 
Algebra  I,  Freshman  increase  their 
knowledge  of  the  number  system, 
and  of  formulas  and  their  use. 
They  work  with  graphs,  ratios,  pro- 
portions, variations,  powers, 
square  roots,  and  radicals.    The 
Geometry  student  increases  his 
ability  in  deductive  reasoning 
through  applying  theorems  and 
proofs.    Algebra  II  extends  the  stu- 
dent's basic  knowledge  and  skill  of 
elementary  Algebra.    Formulas, 
functions,  linear  equations,  factor- 
ing, fractions,  exponents,  and  quad- 
ratic equations  are  studied.    A  basis 
for  college  Freshman  math  is 
formed  in  Senior  Math.    The  first 
semester  is  spent  in  study  of  analyti- 
cal geometry,  and  the  second  in  sets, 
probability,  and  hypothesis  testing.

The  Fascinating  World  of  Science

The  biology  and  physical  science  pro- 
gram is  designed  to  reflect  the  current 
world  of  scientific  research  and  to  pre- 
pare the  student  of  today  to  meet  the 
scientifically  challenging  world  of  to- 
morrow.   In  physical  science,  units 
such  as  earth  science  and  astronomy 
are  studied.    Major  emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  cellular  level  of  biology  by  pre- 
senting the  structure,   chemistry,  and 
reproduction  of  the  living  cell.    The 
cell  is  used  as  an  introduction  and  a 
link  to  the  study  of  microorganisms, 


plant  life,  animal  life,  genetics,  evolu- 
tion, and  ecology. 

Students  enrolled  in  chemistry  and 
physics  investigate  physical  pheno- 
mena that  surrounds  them  in  everyday 
living.    They  study  chemical  reactions, 
atomic  structure,  mechanics,  optics, 
wave  motion,  electricity -magnetism 
and  the  universe  at  large .    With  this 
background  the  student  is  ready  to  meet 
the  challenge  of  our  scientific  age.

Preparing  for  a  World  of  Business 


Now  is  the  time  for  all  good  men  to  come  to  the 
aid  of  their  country. 


General  Busines,  offered  to  Freshmen  and 
Sophomores,  is  designed  to  acquaint  stu- 
dents with  the  basic  principles  of  business, 
by  covering  all  its  areas  lightly.    Typing  I 
is  offered  to  develop  a  mastery  of  basic 
typewriting  skills,  and  Typing  II  teaches 
the  student  the  more  complex  skills  used 
in  a  business  office.     Shorthand  I,  taken 
by  Juniors  and  Seniors,  puts  emphasis  on 
fluent  reading  and  writing  of  shorthand 
taken  from  dictation.    The  speed  is  in- 
creased, and  transcribing  on  the  type- 
writer is  practiced  in  Shorthand  II.    Book- 
keeping I  deals  with  personal  bookkeeping, 
and  Bookkeeping  II  with  that  of  the  pro- 
prietorship and  partnership  businesses. 
Clerical  Recordkeeping  is  designed  to  give 
Juniors  and  Seniors  basic  understanding  of 
the  clerical  jobs  done  in  a  business  office. 
Business  Law  applies  legal  principles  and 
practices  to  personal  business  situations. 
Office  Practice  gives  the  students  an  oppor- 
tunity to  use  the  various  skills  required  of 
an  office  employee,  while  Clerical  Prac- 
tice is  a  general  course  with  training  for 
business  jobs  other  than  secretarial  work. 
Business  Law,   Office  Practice,  and 
Clerical  Practice,  are  offered  to  Seniors 
only.

We  Study  Mind  and  Money 


Psychology  is  a  scientific  study  of  be- 
havior taught  for  one  semester  to  Juniors 
and  Seniors .    It  is  of  great  value  in  helping 
students  understand  the  problems  of  their 
own  social  and  personal  lives.    Economics 
is  a  one  semester  elective  offered  to  Sen- 
iors .    It  develops  those  skills  of  critical 
thinking  and  careful  analysis  which  are 
necessary  for  participation  in  an  economic 
system  based  on  wise  use  of  freedom  and 
initiative.    Students  become  acquainted 
with  the  various  economic  systems,  and 
come  to  appreciate  the  accomplishments 
of  our  economic  system  in  the  United 
States  today.    Social  Problems  is  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  deficiencies  of  our 
Great  Society,   such  as  crime  and  poverty.

This  year  the  French  and  Spanish  students 
are  aided  in  their  study  by  the  new  lan- 
guage laboratories  .  Tapes  are  played 
through  earphones  controlled  by  the 
teacher.    The  students  listen  to  conversa- 
tions and  answer  questions,  enabling  them 
to  hear  themselves  and  recognize  their 
mistakes.    Records  can  also  be  played, 
and  the  teacher  is  able  to  listen  and  speak 
to  each  student  separately. 

The  objective  of  Spanish  I  is  to  develop 
aural -oral  skills  by  using  sets  of  basic 
dialogue  sentences.    The  second  year  of 
this  course  is  devoted  to  the  development 
of  skills  and  habits  of  reading  Spanish  for 
comprehension.    Spanish  III  further  de- 
velops the  students  reading,   speaking,  and 
comprehending  abilities,  while  increasing 
his  vocabulary.

Francais — Mundus  Latinus

Generally,  Latin  I  offers  the  student 
an  understanding  of  an  inflected 
Language,  and  to  enlarge  and  enrich 
in  English  vocabulary  of  the  pupil. 
Specifically  it  develops  the  ability  to 
read,   comprehend,  and  translate 
Latin.    Latin  II  helps  the  student  pro- 
nounce Latin  words,  phrases,  and 
sentences  accurately  and  acquire  a 
working  knowledge  of  fundamental 
tools. 

For  many  years  French  has  been  an 
almost  standard  subject  in  English- 
speaking  schools;  French  and  English 
are,  after  all,   sister  languages . 
Oral  expression  is  the  most  important 
phase  of  communication.  Techniques 
to  learn  French  by  oral  practice,  the 
laboratory,  questionnaires,  and  sup- 
plementary materials  are  employed.

One  semester    of  physical  educa- 
tion in  both  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  year  at  Manchester 
High  School  is  required.    It  is 
the  intent  of  the  department  to 
provide  the  students  with  a  va  - 
riety  of  physical  activities  that 
will  tend  to  produce  full  social 
and  individual  growth.    Its  objec- 
tives are  to  develop  physical, 
recreational,  social,  and  mental 
fitness.    Advanced  physical  edu- 
cation is  offered  to  students  who 
wish  to  develop  further  their 
physical  skills .    They  go  into  a 
more  detailed  study  of  sports, 
and  are  required  to  keep  a  note- 
book. 

Health  and  Safety  presents  the 
student  with  information  about 
anatomy,   so  that  he  understands 
the  structure  of  his  body,  and 
physiology,   so  that  he  understands 
its  function.
